It's even possible th a t the Nazi 
chief may be groom ing a surprise. 
The Muscovites report large G er­ 
man 
troop 
m ovem ents 
on 
the 
Turko-Bulgarian frontier, and pre­ 
dict that 
Hitler is preparing 
to 
capture the Bosporus strait. Should 
the Nazis undertake such an oper­ 
ation it would im m ediately force 
TUI key into the war. 
Thus, while there is sm all justi­ 
fication for speculation w hether the 
Nazis have been perm anently stop­ 
ped by the fierce Red resistance, 
yet there are grounds for wonder­ 
ing whether the blitzkrieg aspect 
of the Hitlerian conquest has been 
knocked out. 
This line of thought isn't 
in ­ 
tended to suggest th a t there w on’t 
be more great gains by the G er­ 
mans. However, the gains are of 
less consequence 
than 
the 
speed 
with which they are achieved. 
If 
Nazidom gets saddled with a long 
war against the R ussians it m ay 
easily cost the 
reich 
th e 
whole 
European conflict. 
The Germans have m aybe three 
months in which to m ake a com ­ 
plete clean-up before the fall rains 
turn the Russian roads and coun­ 
tryside into a m ass of gum bo and 
sgnal the coming of fierce winter. 
The wav the Bolshevists have been 
holding, that is 
a m ighty short 
time to do the job. If it can't be 
completed, the Nazis will enter the 
winter with a war on two great 
fronts, a burden which would break 
the back of Atlas him self.

INTER-AMERICAN 
TRADE HAMPERED 
BY LACK OF SHIPS 


W ashington Action Urged 
To Foster Policy of 
Solidarity 


(By United Preas) 
The mounting 
gravity 
of the 
world 
shipping 
shortage, 
already 
responsible for a sharp curtailment 
of Latin America's normal trade 
with Europe, is causing deep con­ 
cern 
in 
inter-Ainerican 
trade 
circles. 
Considerable 
shipping 
tonnage 
has been requisitioned by the U. S. 
Maritime 
Commission 
for 
com ­ 
mercial and military purposes, af­ 
fecting 
shipping 
service 
between 
United States ports and the Carib­ 
bean and on both 
the 
East and 
West coasts of South America and, 
although some of the vessels taken 
ever have been replaced with other 
ships, there is no guarantee that 
the Battle of the Atlantic might 
not cause a further depletion tp 
ocean carriers in Western Hem i­ 
sphere service. 
United 
States maritime 
circles 
are of the opinion that once the 
expropriation of the idle belliger­ 
ent and neutral shipping in Amer­ 
ican ports is completed, at least 
some of these vessels will be a s­ 
signed to inter-American traffic. 
Situation Sharply Defined 
Janies Scott Kemper, of Chicago, 
bead of the United States delega­ 
tion to the conference of Cham ­ 
bers of Commerce and productive, 
societies that just ended at M on­ 
tevideo, Uruguay, made the situa­ 
tion c.ear in cablegrams to Presi­ 
dent Rrxisevelt and Admiral Emory 
S. Land, chairman of the Mari­ 
time Commission. He urged inten­ 
sification of maritime traffic be­

Jugoslav Ships Used 
Some of

Chilean nitrates 
bought by the United States are 
being carried northward in Jugo­ 
slav steamers under a special ar­ 
rangement with the British gov­ 
ernment, but the use of these ships 
provides only a partial alleviation 
of the situation. 
Negotiations for reciprocal trade 
pacts 
between the United States 
and 
Argentina 
and 
Hie United 
States and Uruguay are in prog­ 
ress, and late reports indicate they 
are proceeding favorably. The pur­ 
pose of such treaties is primarily 
to 4ncrea.se trade between the River 
Plate countries

China for its tung oil. The oil is 
used in the making of paints, var­ 
nishes, lacquers and enamels and 
its fatty acids are used in the pro­ 
duction of shellac substitutes. Com­ 
bined with aluminum oxide, it is 
converted into aluminum tungate, 
used in fireproofing and waterproof­ 
ing numerous materials. 
The Great Southern Lumber Co. 
brought 
the first 
tung seed*, 
to 
louisiana in 1930. 
The company 
planted 60 acres at Isabel—tile first 
planting on a commercial scale In 
this state, although groves had been 
planted in Florida. 
Two other lumber companies fol­ 
lowed the lead of the Great South­ 
ern and In short order a crushing 
mill was built Jointly at Covington. 
Other companies joined in the 
new industry and the department 
of agriculture’s ex]>erimental station 
in Bogalusa began experimenting 
with the trees.
